GRANT AND BLAINE MEETINGS. 


Speculations as to the Kesult of 
the Convention. 


EDMUNDS NOT A CANDIDATE 


P ixley “ of Calaveras” Complimented 
by the Blaine Managers. 


THU CANDIDACY OF WASHBUKNE, 


Evident Weakening of the Grant Boom— 
Blaine Stock Rising. 
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THE CALIFORNIA DELEGATION. 
C hicago, May 31st.—The California dele­ 
gation met this morning and organized by 
the election of Frank M. Pixley Chairman. 
A. D. Sharon was absent, and Benson, al­ 
ternate, was elected to act in hi* place. D. 
G. Payne of Santa Clara was selected as the 
choice of the delegates for a [dace on the 
Committee on R esolutions, with instructions 
to work for the insertion of an anti-Chinese 
plank in the resolutions of the Convention ; 
Haymond for a place on the Committee on 
Credentials, and Mansfield for the Commit­ 
tee on Organization. The delegation are 
unanimous against the unit rule, and will 
probably be for Washburne if Blaine drops 
out of the contest. 
The Pacific coast States will select their 
headquarters to-day. 
ARRIVAL OK DELEGATES. 
C h icag o, May 31st.—Large numbers of 
delegates and others arrived this morning. 
At the Grand Pacific Hotel 400 were newly 
registered, among them Colonel R. G. Inger- 
soll, who will speak to-night at the anti­ 
Grant meeting, provided the weather clears, 
which now seems improbable. It is believed 
four-fifths of the delegates are now on the 
ground, and a considerable number of the 
alternates. The New Jersey delegation and 
most of the Illinois delegates arrived this 
morning. 
STREET RUMORS. 
Nothing definite has transpired as to the 
action of the National Committee to be taken 
this evening, but the streets are full of 
rumors, which mention a compromise, the 
abolition of the unit rule, the deposition of 
Senator Cameron, and many other expedients 
for settling the question of the unit rule. 
ESTIMATES OK VOTES IN THE CONVENTION. 
C hicago, May 31st.—Following are the 
estimates of the more ardent friends of the 
several Presidential candidates of the votes 
in the National Convention : Blaine men 
estimate for Blaine 324 votes, for Grant 270, 
for Sherman 101, for Edmunds 32, for Wash- 
burne 11, The Grant men estimate forGrant. 
411, for Blaine 109, for Sherman 103, for 
Edmunds 20, for Washburne 13. The Sher- 
men estimate gives him 227 votes. 
It still seems to be regarded probable that 
Grant will be nominated unless the unit rule 
is smashed. 
THE ANTI-THIRD-TERMERS. 
Arnocg the speakers at the anti-third- 
term mass meeting this evening will be 
Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll, Hon. Eugene 
Hale and Governor Daniel E. Davis of 
Maine, aud Hon. Lewis Parker, who has the 
reputation of being the sharpest and wittiest 
public speaker in the State of Maine. If the 
weather is rainy it will be held in Eaneuil 
Hall. 
BLAINE AND HI3 LIEUTENANTS. 
C hicago, May 31st.—The Journal says : 
The Blaine managers are in close and con­ 
stant communication with their great chief­ 
tain. The telegraphic instrument in the 
rooni3 occupied by Chandler, Hale and Frye 
is in constant use, sending and receiving dis­ 
patches from the Senator, who sits in his 
parlor at Washington alongside another instru­ 
ment, and is kept thoroughly informed of 
everything that is gcing on. His friends 
continue enthusiastic, and his shrewd mana­ 
gers are leaving no stone unturned to increase 
his chances, and if possible bring about his 
nomination. They claim that his forces are 
‘‘rongtr, numerically and every other way, 
than they have ever beer, and that the pros­ 
pect of his nomination is encouraging and 
bright. They assert that the delegations sent 
here with him as their [(reference will stand 
as firm as a rock and a solid and immovable 
phalanx in the Convention. It is not surpris­ 
ing to hear the Blaine men state that Grant 
is already beaten, and they now have nrnre to 
fear from Sherman or Edmunds or Wash­ 
burne than from the conquerer of Lee. This 
may be brag, but there is no doubt many 
Blaine men sincerely believe it. His mana­ 
gers state that all they ask is fair play and no 
favors in the Convention. 
EDMUNDS NOT A CANDIDATE. 
i'hicago, May 31st.—A letter has been 
received by Judge Hoar from Senator Ed­ 
munds, declining absolutely to all the use of 
his name as candidate for President. The 
friends of General Grant believe this will 
help them, while the Vermont delegates, al­ 
though refusing to a$r.te who their second 
choice will be, say they will not vote for 
Grant. A Massachusetts delegate said to­ 
day that Edmunds’ withdrawal would add 
twenty votes to Sherman's score. 
THE SOUTHERN DELEGATES 
Have been an object of great solicitude and 
devoted attention for forty-eight hours past. 
It is claimed by the Grant men that they 
have gained in that quarter—a claim which 
the friends of other candidates refuse to 
allow. The principal candidates have very 
active and very confident friends, and so far 
as can be learned theie is no giving way in 
any quarter as yet. 
A large delegation from Philadelphia with 
white hats arrived to-day, and were received 
with a band and other demonstrations of wel­ 
come. Cincinnati furnished another large 
delegation, which was received in like man­ 
ner. 
GRANT AND ANTI-GRANT. 
The evening proved to be a fine one, and 
at an early hour a large crowd of people 
pouredfromthe trains aud streetcars, aud came 
from the extreme parts of the city in masses 
to attend the two meetings on the lake shore. 
The meeting of Grant's supporters was held 
in Dearborn Paik, and the anti-Grant meet­ 
ing just across the street, in the base ball 
grounds. The speakers announced for the 
Grant meeting w’erc Senators ConkliDg, 
Logar, Carpenter, S. L. Woodford of New 
York, Leonard Swett, Emery A. Storre, 
Robert T. Lincoln ami S. A. Douglass. At 
the anti-Grant meeting the speakers were 
Colonel R. Ingersoll, Dawes of Maine, Fred. 
Hassaurck of Cincin*atU, Wayne McVeigh, 
Louis Parker, Gi'oson of O'.in and others. 
WASHBURNE'3 CANDIDACY. 
C hicago, May 31st.—The Evening Journal, 
a Washburne paper, says : A free conversa- ¡ 


tion with the more intelligent of the “ stal- 
j wart ” delegates now in the city from various 
States encourages us to believe that in the 
event of Grant or Blaine failing to secure the 
nomination, Washburne, the man who can 
be and would Ire elected, will probably be the 
coming man. The Connecticut, California, 
Vermont, Wisconsin and Iowa delegations 
assure us that Washburne will receive their 
united votes as second choice. About half of 
the Texas delegates, aware of the preferente 
of hosts of Germans in that State, declare 
that Washburne is their second choice. There 
are very ardent Washburne men in the Mas­ 
sachusetts, New Jersey, New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Indiana delegations. The second 
choice of Michigan, Vermont and New Hamp­ 
shire is Washburne, and as soon as they shall 
have done their duty for Windom the Min­ 
nesota delegation will be for Washburne. 
a n o t h er account ok th e caucus ok th e 
CALIFORNIA DELEGATION. 
C h icag o, May 31st.—The California dele­ 
gation held a caucus at the Sherman House 
this afternoon, Mr. Benson of Alameda, an 
alternate, taking the place of Alexander 
Sharon. Frank M. Pixley was elected Chair­ 
man. Judge Payne of Santa Clara was then 
chosen to represent California in the Commit­ 
tee on Resolutions in the National Conven­ 
tion, Hon. Creed Haymond in the Commit­ 
tee on Credential-, and Lieutenant-Governor 
Mansfield in the Committee on Permanent 
Organization. The delegation then decided 
to communicate to the Blaine leaders that it 
was prepared to support them in all their ac­ 
tions taken with a view to secure the nomina­ 
tion of Blaine for President, and in pursu­ 
ance of this decision would oppose the unit 
rule and vote solid for the admission of the 
contesting district delegations from Illinois. 
The members of the delegation are bitter in 
their denunciation of the position of George 
C. Gorham, who is a member of the National 
Committee and supports Grant, so misrepre­ 
senting the sentiment of the Republicans of 
California. 
- 
PIXLEY COMPLIMENTED. 
A high compliment was paid to Mr. Pixley 
to-day by the Blaine managers, who waited 
on him aud asked him to allow ids name to 
be used as one of five from whom a final 
selection should be made of the delegate to 
propose Blaine’s name to the National Con­ 
vention. 
Mr. Pixley, however, declined, 
stating that he had hardly the national repu­ 
tation which would justify his occupying 
such a prominent [dace in the Convention, as 
must be the man naming Blaine, and also his 
known position in the Republican party as 
having in 1872 been a Greeley Elector might 
be considered in some quarters as rendering 
him hardly the proper person for such a hitrh 
duty, although he is now in perfect accord 
with the Republican party in California and 
the nation. 
SEP.IOU3 OUTLOOK FOR GRANT. 
C h icago, May 31st.—A paper pledging 
the signers not to vote for General Grant on 
the first or other ballots was signed by 22 of 
the New York delegates to-day. This settles 
the status of that delegation in the Conven­ 
tion. The defection in the Pennsylvania 
delegation is said by the Grant men to be less 
serious. They say not over four will refuse 
to vote as directed by the State Convention, 
while the Blaine men claim that there are 13 
who will obey the. instructions of districts 
only. 
INTENSE INTEREST AMONG THE PEOPLE. 
C hicago, May 31st.—Notwithstanding the 
vast crowds on the Lake Park attending the 
two meetings for Grant and anti-Grant, the 
corridors of the hotels and streets are 
thronged. The most intense interest is mani­ 
fested, and every report of the work of the 
managers of candidates, whether reasonable 
or unreasonable, is seized upon and discussed 
in its bearing upon the candidates. 
The greatest interest centers about the 
Pulmer House, where a secret meeting of the 
National Committee ¡3 being held. It had 
been given out by the friends of Blaine that 
if Senator < 'ameron should persist in ruling 
for the unit rule the National Committee 
would not hesitate to remove him from the 
Chairmanship. A caucus was held during 
the day and the course of action marked out, 
having that result for the ultimate action. 
There was a feeling of reluctance on the 
part of some members, especially supporters 
of Sherman and William E. Chandler, to the 
deposition of Cameron, and some other way 
towards an anti-Grant organization was 
hoped for. 
MEETING OK THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 
At a meeting of the National Committee 
this evening the following resolutions were 
offered by Mr. Chandler : 
Resolved, That this committee approves 
ar.d ratifies the call for the approaching Re­ 
publican National Convention, which was 
issued by its Chairman and Secretary, and 
which invites two delegates from each Con­ 
gressional di-drict, four delegates at large 
from each State, two from each Territory and 
two from the District of Columbia, to com­ 
pose the Convention. 
Retolvcd, That this committee recognizes 
the right of each delegate in a Republican 
National Convention freely to east, and to 
have counted, his individ ual vote therein, ac­ 
cording to his own sentiment, aud, if he so 
decides, against unit rule or other instructions 
passed by a State Convention, which right 
was conceded without dissent and was exer­ 
cised in tho Conventions of 18o0 aud 1869, 
aqd was, after full debate, affirmed by the 
Convention of 1876. and lias thus become a 
part of the law of Republican Conventions, 
and until {reversed by a Convention itself, 
must remain a governing principle. 
Tho firaí resolution was adopted unani­ 
mously. 
To the second resolution Mr. Cameron 
took exceptions, and it is now under discus­ 
sion. 
Mr. Chaffee of Colorado, who [(resented a 
resolution on the unit rule, appealed from the 
decisiou of the Chair that it was out of order. 
The Chair (Cameron) refused to entertain 
the appeal. 
Somo business of minor importance was 
then transacted and a recess was taken for 
fifteen minutes. 
DISTRIBUTION OK TICKETS OF ADMISSION. 
Upon reassembling, resolutions were 
adopted as follows : Giving each delegate 
and alternate one season ticket each ; re- 
pjrters, 597 season tickets ; each member of 
the National Committee a ticket; to the 
President of the Convention each day, 25 
tickets ; to each delegate for distribution each 
day, 7 tickets ; to each member of the Na­ 
tional Committee daily, 25 tickets; to the 
proprietors of the Exposition building, each 
100 tickets ; to each Chairman of each State 
and Territorial delegation, 3 tickets daily; to 
subscribers, 500 tickets daily; to Congress­ 
men not delegates, 1 ticket each; ex-Con- 
gressmeu, 1 each ; county, city, State and 
Federal officers, 1 each. The committee dis­ 
tributes tickets as they may elect, accord ug 
to the above programme. 
The following resolution was then adopten : 
Resolved, That the following named per­ 
sons be and they are hereby appointed a sub­ 
committee, to w it: Messrs' Root of Illinois, 
New of Indiana, Enos of Wisconsin. Scott Of 
Oregon, Cooper of Ohio, Eilley of Missouri, 
Devaux of Georgia, Bowen of th i District of 
Colombia, and Clayton of Arke.nsas, with 
full power and authority to execute and carry 
out the distribution of tho tickets as afore­ 
said, and that the tickets shall be turned over 
to them for that purpose. 
Also tho following was adopted : 
W hep.eas, The report of tho sub-commit­ 
tee heretofore appointed having been accepted 
and filed ; it is now 
JlesolVid, That the committee be discharged, 
and that a committee consisting of Root of 
Illinois, New of Indiana, Knr-s of Wisconsin. 
Scott of Oregon, Cooper of Ohio, Devaux of 
Georgia, Bowen of the District of Columbia, 


Fillev of Missouri and Clayton of Arkansas, 
be and they are hereby appointed to effect all 
necessary arrangements for the control of the 
hall, which are or may be required of the 
National Committee for the purposes of the 
Convention. 
TEMPORARY OFFICERS. 
George E. Hear was selected by the com­ 
mittee as temporary Chairman for the Con­ 
vention, and Colonel J. H. Roberts of Chi­ 
cago was appointed temporary Secretary. 
These nomination* were made on tiie 
recommendation of the committee appointed 
for the purpose, and consisting of William E. 
Chandler, Cooper of Ohio, Forbes of Massa­ 
chusetts, Pratt of New York, aud Jones of 
Nevada. 
The question of the unit rule was not again 
brought forward during the meeting, which 
did not adjourn until after midnight, but will 
come up to-morrow. 
SUBSTANTIAL VICTORY CLAIMED. 
The anti-Grant members of the committee 
claim a substantial victory ou every point so 
far, having displaced the Committee of Ar­ 
rangements, which was composed of Grant 
men entirely, with a new committee, in which 
the opposition are in a majority, and having 
named the temporary Chairman. 
Cameron’s ruling on the Chaffee resolution 
against the unit rule was that he did not de­ 
cide it out of order, but simply refused to 
entertain it, and consequently when Chaffee 
appealed he declared there was nothing be­ 
fore the house, and that there could be no 
appeal. The contest will be renewed to­ 
morrow over the unit rule, 
cam eron’s h e a d in je o pa r d y. 
The committee met again at J0:30, and 
nothing has since tiauspired as to its action. 
Conversations with members of the com­ 
mittee indicate that there is likely to be a 
warm session, and it is alleged by some of 
them that it is probable that Cameron will be 
deposed to-night;. 
GRANT AND S1IKRMAN CLUBS— THE UNIT RULE. 
C hicago, May 31st.—A Grant Club, 190 
strong, come from Cincinnati, and Sherman 
Clubs, one from Cincinnati numbering 300, 
and one from New York, have also arrived. 
The Indiana delegation took a vote to-day 
on the unit rule, and of the twenty-four [(res­ 
ent only one favored it. The Alabama dele­ 
gates voted solid for it. 
FAILURE TO APPEAR— REBELLIOUS RESOLUTIONS 
C hicago, May 31st.—At the meetings on 
the lake front, the advertised speakers did 
not all appear. Neither Swett, Storrg, Conk­ 
ing nor Carpenter s¡>oke at the Grant meet­ 
ing, and Ingersoll aud Hale failed to appear 
at the anti-Grant meeting. 
Resolutions wera adopted by the latter 
denouncing the nomination of Grant as being 
opposed to the wishes of the party, and de­ 
claring that in case he is nominated they 
would not sustain his nomination. 
WEAKENING OF 
THE GRANT MOVEMENT— 
BLAINE STOCK RISINq. 
C hicago, May 31st.—The Grant move­ 
ment has apparently spent its force, and few- 
shrewd observers here to-night consider his 
nomination a possibility. This impression is 
strengthened by the despondent air of Conk- 
ling and other third-term managers. Every 
hour develops evidence that the Grant move­ 
ment was not near as strong as its managers 
had asserted. But one of their most serious 
and disheartening surprises was the discovery 
to-night that nineteen New York delegates 
had signed a written protest against Grant’s 
nomination, and pledged themselves to op­ 
pose it by all honorable means, as fatal to 
Republican supremacy. This destroys the 
great effect expected from New York’s unan­ 
imous presentation of Grant. It is thought 
that two other signatures will be appended 
before the paper's publication to-morrow. 
There are still other surprises in store for 
the Grant men. Cameron cannot hold the 
Pennsylvania delegation, nor come as near 
to doing so as he supposes. In other States 
the defection from the third-term movement 
is spreading hourly in the presence of the 
accumulating evidence of its unpopularity 
and danger. 
As the delegates compare notes Blaine 
stock is rising rapidly. Many of Ids friends 
are extremely confident of his nomination, 
and Bome of the Grant men betray their 
fear of this result by sullen threats of beating 
him by combinations for Washbnrne. It is 
generally conceded that Grant cannot be 
nominated uuless on the first ballot, and 
that Beems impossible without the enforce­ 
ment of the unit rule, which a majority of 
more than 100 is pledged to repudiate. 
The Sherman men are working quietly and 
earnestly, but apparently making little pro­ 
gress ; nor do Edmunds’ supporters seem to 
gain any positive accessions to their strength. 
To-morrow will probably give a new shape 
to the combinations. 
. 
In the National Republican Committee 
meeting to-night, there was a long and acri­ 
monious discussion growing out of the refusal 
of Chairman Cameron to entertain 1-esolution.s 
moved by the Blaine men, prescribing the | 
order of conformity to past practice, and • 
especially discarding the unit rule. The 
mover ^appealed from his decision ruling out 
their resolutions, and he then refused to en­ 
tertain the appeal. At this writing the com­ 
mittee ¡3 still sitting, though the Blaine men 
won a victory in securing the acceptance of 
Judge Hoar, of Massachusetts, for temporary 
Chairman.

DOMESTIC YEWS. 


HORSE-SHOEING. 
As there have been many theories in 
shoeing horses for the benefit of the horse 
and its owner, which have not proved sat­ 
isfactory in all cases, J will give you the 
result of my experience in horse-shoeing 
for the last thirty years : First notice the 
way the horse stands. If his feet are 
3tretehed forward it denotes that the shoes 
bear too much at the heel. 
Remedy : 
l’are the foot considerably at the toe, but 
very little at the heel. Joint the foot, 
after it is pared, with the rasp, and see 
that you have an equal bearing all around 
the foot. Have the shoe concaved back to 
the last hole in the shoe ; then level back 
to the heel calks. When the shoe is set, 
have the crust at the heel about midway 
of the width side of the shoe. Commence 
nailing at the toe, one nail on each side 
alternately. Second : If his toes incline 
toward each other, set the shoes pointing 
straight forward and trim the toe on the 
inside, which will prevent his hitting the 
other foot and stumbling. Shoes in all 
cases should be of good length. Work 
aud team horses, in summer time, should 
be well calked half sharp. Third : To 
prevent overreaching, longer shoes are 
necessary on the forward feet. The out­ 
side corner at the heel should be rounded 
out to prevent chafing the hind foot. Set 
the shoe on the hind foot back so that the 
foot may project over the shoe nearly half 
an inch at the toe. You will then be rid 
of that painful and disagreeable tune at 
every step, click, click, click. For road­ 
sters, in summer time, I prefer the slipper 
shoe, thick at the heel, with medium size 
too calk. To prevent interfering, pare the 
foot'a little, the most on the outside. 
This will have a tendency to roll the 
ankles further apart. A side calk on the 
outside heel will prevent the foot sliding 
under as it touches ths ground. Set the 
shoe pointing straight forward with the 
foot projecting over the shoe as in other 
cases.—[Cor. Blacksmith and Wheel» right.

The sundry civil appropriation bill was taken 
up about roou for a revision of the work of 
the Committee of the Whole, and on the first 
roll-call 170 members voted, being 23 more 
than a quorum. The bill was finally passed 
without any change in the Pacific coast items 
heretofore reported. Tiie action of the Com­ 
mittee of the Whole in adopting Delegate 
Downey’s amendment—to require the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to payout all the money 
appropriated by this bill—nearly $74,900,000— 
in silver coin, was ratified by the House by a 
vote of nearly two to one. Secretary Thomp­ 
son has to-day written a letter to the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations, strongly 
recommending an increase of the item in this 
bill for the Mare Island dry dock from $75,­ 
000 to $150,000. 
The Senate will very 
probably act favorably upon this recom­ 
mendation. 
The date now generally assigned among 
the Democratic leaders for a final adjourn­ 
ment is the 15th of June, but although the 
probabilities still seem to favor an adjourn­ 
ment before the assemblage of the Cincin­ 
nati Convention, many well informed mem­ 
bers of both houses predict that (’(digress will 
remain in session until about July 4th. 
The Miner"» Strike al Leailvllle. 
D en v er fi'oL), May 31st.—The Republi­ 
can's Leadville special says : The strike is at 
an eud. On Saturday the managers of the 
Chrysolite and Little C’hief mines notified the 
strikers that they would resume operations 
in their mines on Monday. Fears of vio­ 
lence were entertained, and both mines were 
put in a state of perfect defense, with the in­ 
tention of protecting the property to the last 
extremity. 
Several secret meetings were 
held by the strikers Saturday evening, and 
as nothing could be learned of the proceed­ 
ings there was the greatest excitement, and 
the managers notified the county authorities 
that the county would be held responsible for 
any damage to the property. At a meeting 
of the County Commissioners Saturday, it 
was determined to take prudential steps, and 
accordingly ou Sunday morning Sheriff 
Tucker issued a proclamation, calling upon 
all able-bodied citizens to Ire ready to assem­ 
ble with arms on bugle call. The managers 
at the principal mines put the question to 
Mooney, the chief striker, as to whether his 
aien proposed to attack the men who went to 
work at the old rate. He replied no, that an 
attack had never been seriously contemplated, 
and that he would assist in arresting the dis­ 
turbers. This statement was put in writing 
and signed by Mooney and his first lieuten­ 
ant. Baker. 
Work was resumed on the Little Chief and 
Chrysolite this morning, both mines having 
all the men they can work. It is charged by 
many non-strikiDg miners that the strike was 
inaugurated by Mooney for the purpose of 
blackmail, and that he received $500 for 
backing down.

They are incapable of sacrificing 
them selves to an idea continuously, and 
they th in k there has been quite as m uch of 
th a t sort of thing as th ey and th eir follow­ 
ers can stand. 
They w ant now to go

N ow th is inaccurate kind of reply has 
tw ice hopelessly v itiated a very instructive 
and valuable set of tables, and lias ren­ 
dered it im possible to ascertain w ith any 
precision the num ber of children, from six 
m onths to one y ear old, living at the same 
tim e. 
A ccuracy in sh o rt is the one virtue 
which th e census enum erator is compelled 
to insist upon, and th e public will facilitate 
th e labors of those officials, and at the 
sam e tim e add g reatly to th e usefulness of 
th eir work, by tak in g th e trouble to be 
precise in all th eir answ ers. 
A n immense 
deal of pains has been bestow ed upon the 
preparations for th is census, and it is 
hoped th a t it w ill he th e fullest and best 
y et taken. 
A lm ost everything, however, 
depends upon th e fidelity w ith which the 
people perform th eir p a rt in the business, 
and therefore these cautions and exhorta­ 
tions arc seasonable.

Two days ago the steam er Donahue 
brought a box' containing tw o m onkeys 
from Petalum a, and, as there was no one to 
receive them , the box wa3 stow ed away, 
and the anim als forgotten u ntil this m orn­ 
ing, when the ow ner called for them .

As 
the m ost serious failures iu form er censuses 
have lx.cn traced to the prevalence of m is­ 
apprehensions regarding th e purpose of the 
questions asked, and the uses to he made 
of the inform ation gathered, it is proper to 
state th a t no person can sustain any injury 
w hatever, w hether in reputation, business, 
or anything else, from the results of the 
inquiry. 
It having heen found heretofore 
th a t many sim ple-m inded people 
were 
prone to regard the questioning of the 
enum erator as im pertinent and unw arrant­ 
able, and as n ot a few have given false 
statim en t - while laboring under such im ­ 
pressions, it is fu rth er necessary to say th a t 
the census is m ainly concerned w ith aggre­ 
gates, and th a t it lias nothing to w ith the 
individual affairs of anybody. 
The only 
purpose of requiring the names of all p er­ 
sons is to insure tiic correct counting of the 
whole papulation. The names are-not used 
in m aking up th e tables which are sub­ 
sequently 
published, 
nor 
is 
anything 
done which can m ake possible the tracing 
of any particular fact to any particular 
person. 
Suppose for exam ple th a t there 
w ere in th is city live cases of paralytic or 
imbecile persons, supported hy th eir fam i­ 
lies quietly.

Decoration Day being now a legal holiday, 
yesterday in Sacramento witnessed the cessa­ 
tion of much business, the closing of ali Courts 
and official offices, and a general turnout of 
the people in holiday attire. Flags floated 
on all prominent and many private buildings 
at half-mast, in honor of the dead soldiers of 
the Union. 
About noon it was aunounced 
that General B. F. Butler of Massachusetts, 
a member of the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic, would 6tnp over here on his trip to the 
Pacific and take part in the exercises of the 
dayr. 
This announcement drew upon the 
streets great numbers of people, who had a 
natural and pardonable curiosity to see the 
much-talked-about man, who was one of the 
Major-Generals of the Army of the United 
States during the late war of the rebellion, 
Sumner Post, No. 3, G. A. R-, assembled 
at its hall on Sixth street at 2 o’clock, under 
command of Fred Dustman, acting Com­ 
mandant of the Post, and at 2:30 the forma­ 
tion of the line began. When it was com­ 
pleted it moved under direction of Grand 
Marshal J. D. Kent in this order along K 
street to Second and thence to J :

All the members of Sumner Post were well 
supplied with bouquets and wreaths, a s also 
were the soldiers in line and veterans. 
In 
addition, large quantities of choice flowers, 
sent in bycitizens, were conveyed to the ceme­ 
tery in baskets. 
In the earl" part of the day 
delegations from Sumner Post, visited all 
the other cemeteries, and placed flags and 
flowers on soldiers’ graves. 
at the cemetery. 
Arrived at the City Cemetery, arms were 
reversed, and to the music of funeral marches, 
the procession entered the gates and proceeded 
to the G. A. R. plot. An immense concourse 
of people, to be numbered only by tbe thou­ 
sand, were assembled 
on 
the cemetery 
grounds, the large majority being women and 
children. 
When the troops had taken position and 
the Post was drawn up in order at the ap­ 
pointed place, J. D. Kent, Grand Marshal, 
called to order, and in a few pertinent word- 
stated the purpose of the gathering. Post 
Adjutant Barnett then read the general 
orders commanding the observance of the 
day.

George W. Fi bs, President of the Day, 
then 
delivered 
an 
address, 
in 
which 
he sketched the causes which gave rise 
to the custom then being observed, and 
pointed out its purposes and its influence 
upon the youth of the land, in impressing 
upon the developing mind the fact that the 
Republic was won ami preserved by the de­ 
votion of it- citiz*-n soldiery. He pronounced 
Memorial I >ny to be the second anniversary of 
American independence. He reviewed briefly 
the cans s which h we led other nations down 
to their death, and appealed to the patriotic 
hearts of Americans, with the warnings of 
the past in v;iew, to guard this Union from 
the pitfall;' and snares which had proven the 
doom of other peoples. 
During the delivery of Mr. Kick’s address 
a section of the Sacramento Light Artillery 
began the firing of the customary salute, 
which continued with half-minute intervals. 
The chorus of mixed voices then sang 
“ They are Sleeping.” 


g e n e r a l mm.Eh'.s r e m a r k s . 
General B. F. Butler was then introduced, 
and stepping t > the center of the plat spoke 
with deep earnestness and feeling as follows: 
Comrades, Fellow-citiasens of America: 
Although following the setting sun in its 
path you have come to the very verge of the 
continent. It has been mr good fortune to be 
enabled to pause a'moment, from a journey 
from tbe East to the West, to take part with 
you in doing honor to those who are worthy 
of all honor—to tho-e true and brave men who 
gave all f**r country, for patriotism, for lib- 
ertv, for G'd : and in w h -:1 kind hjtnd^their 
souls arc now with glory in heaven which 
they won on earth. 
Is there any more fitting 
occasion than now that we should panse a 
moment amid the busy sceucs of life, and amid 
tbe ru-h of business, of enterprise, of energy— 
pause while we do honor to the valor, the pa­ 
triotism, the heroism, the fidelity to country 
and flag, of the common soldier. To the 
officer, to you, sir. and to me, there were 


hopes of honors, of power, of fame here­ 
after, to be written in every page according 
to our deserts. 
But to the common soldier, 
no such reward led him on; true patriotism 
only. The pittance he received at the hands 
of his country would hardly give him the 
sustenance for the wife and children or fam­ 
ily ¡ié !??I behind. 
To him there should be 
no honorable merit?'13; as a rule, in general 
orders. 
To 
him there should 
be no 
bulletin of praise. 
To him there should be 
inscribed no record even in the history of 
the country which should give but a page 
hereafter to the deeds of an administration. 
To him theío was nothing to call him forth 
to give his life to his country, except that 
which should be the impulse of all—duty ! 
duty well done I 
See him as he leaves his 
home. The loved wife, the still more dearly, 
in another sense, cherished mother, or the 
little children which should cluster round his 
knees no more ; trace him to the camp of in­ 
struction, there to learn the rudiments of the 
art of war; follow him into the camp, in the 
field, or through the deprivations* of the 
bivouac and the march, or the death-sleepi in 
the deadly miasma of the swamp, or the 
scorching plain ; see him as the battle came 
on, he in the front, we as officers in the rear. 
Think of tha., ami then say to whom should 
we pay honor. On whose graves should we 
strew flowers, garlands and wreathe, and drop 
the tear of sorrow year after year, generation 
after generation, as we teach our children to 
do reverence to tiie comrades of their fathers, 
who laid down their lives for their country. 
On this spot it is but right that here we 
should shed our tears, not only in memory of 
those who .-deep under the pleasant green sods 
which cover these graves within our sight, 
but in memory of those who, in the far-off 
plains of Georgia, the swamps of Mississippi, 
or in Tennessee, or among the cliffs and hills 
of Virginia, have found an unknown grave, 
and whose only mark in the roll of honor is 
“ The unknown dead.” To them, and over 
them, and over those they have left behind 
them, we may well weep, and weep tears of 
sadness, for a fife in each one of them, a noble 
life given to country, to honor and to glory. 
Aye, we may here turn and weep. It is man­ 
liness to be heartbroken here, for the grave of 
earth’s best nobleness is watered by a tear. 
Therefore, to them, youth—young 
men, 
young maidens—let your hearts go out in 
everlasting gratitude ; to those who gave all 
and got nothing but the remembrance in the 
heart of each one of you ; to those, any one 
of them, of the noblest men of them all, 
who went forward at the call of duty 
to do battle 
for 
his 
country in the 
hour 
of 
that 
country’s greatest need. 
We therefore, I say, whenever we gather 
around, as year after year I hope all may do, 
and as I hope each one and all will teach 
your children, and let them pass the word on 
from generation to generation until time shall 
be no longer, teach them to reverence the true 
hero of the war, the common soldier, who 
marched at the call of duty. 
He is worthy 
of all your commendations and all your 
tears ; and the remembrance of him and the 
feeling that every man shall have hereafter, 
that if he does the like, so it: like manner he 
shall be honored, will relieve this, our dearly 
loved land, from all standing armies and ne­ 
cessity of all armed preparation for war; for 
on every hillside, in every valley, from every 
mountain top and along every plain, when­ 
ever the bugle call comes, men actuated by 
the same sense of duty shall spring up for 
their country, good citizens, good soldiers, 
ready to do battle for its honor. And with 
such an army of defenders, what nation in 
the world shall dare to touch that flag with 
an unholy band? Not one ! Not one, from 
all the broad expanse of the world. 
This, 
then, is the duty that you are doing to-day. 
This the duty in which it gives tne great 
pleasure that it has been my good fortune to 
have the honor to meet you. 
And here with 
deep reverence to those loved ones wc have 
lost, let us pledge ourselves, our children, and 
our children’s children to the country', to the 
Government, to the liberty, to the glory and 
the honor of the land for which they fought 
and died. [Applause.] 
At the conclusion of General Butler’s re­ 
marks the Po3t was called up, and under 
direction of Superintendent Farnswroth, the 
grave of every soldier in the cemetery was 
visited and decorated with flowers. 
In this 
duty the soldiers were assisted by many 
ladies and gentlemen who came prepared 
with wreaths and bouquets ior[the purpose. 
Soon after, the precession was again formed 
and marched to the hall of the Grand Army, 
where it was dismissed.

After supper a committee of the Post, con­ 
sisting of the President of the Day and the 
Grand Marshal, invited the special guests, 
General Butler and part)', to drive about the 
city. The invitation was accepted, ana the 
party was conducted to several points of in­ 
terest arid through several of the residence 
streets, arid along some of our pleasantest 
drives. 
During the drive, the gentlemen of the 
party, and especially General Butler, were 
very earnest in inquiries concerning the con­ 
dition of the public pulse on the Chinese 
question, and the sentiment of the people 
relative to the various methods proposed to 
check Mongolian immigration.

The speaker then reviewed 
the causes of the la!e war, and coming to its 
results declared that history nowhere shows 
so near an approach to complete reconcilia­ 
tion in 150 years between victor and con­ 
quered as has bp?n accomplished between the 
South and the North in 15 year-. lie referred 
at length to tbe courage of the American 
women during the late war, and said it re­ 
quired greater courage to give up husband, 
son and brother to the maw of war and to 
stand by and protect the orphans that war 
makes, than it does to take a place in the front 
rank in the heat and excitement of battle. 
.Miss Hattie K. Palmer then recited “ The 
vlray and the Blue," the chorus of mixed 
voices sang "Our Comrades Sleep,” Miss 
Edith R. Dickson recited “ The Search for 
the Slain," and Albert Hart gave a recitation 
of a “ Memorial Poem.” The exercises closed 
with the chorus “ Flag of Our Heroes," by 
the forty male voices. The audience was 
then dismissed and the exercises of Memorial 
day were at an end.

Senate. 
Washington, May 31st.—Dawes re trie d fruin the 
Select Committee favorably or the bill for the relief 
of the Ponca Indians. Placed on the calendar and 
ordered printed. 
Kirkwood will present different views. 
Davis of West Virginia said he thought business 
is now 60 forward that Congress might adjourn on 
the 10th or 15th of June. 
The House joint resolution passed requesting the 
President to negotiate with France. Spain, Austria 
and Italy for the removal of restrictions on tobacco 
im portation. 
The bill was laid aside informally and the Mexican 
war pension bill taken up to allow Williams to speak 
thereon. 
The resolution submitted r<x.-ently by Pendleton 
requesting the President to inform the Senate 
whether any Census Supervisors, appointed by and 
with the consent of the Senate, have been removed 
by him or with his consent, was adopted. 
(The rejiort of the Conmitteo of Conference on 
the District appropriation bill was adopted. 
The House bill was taken up to authorize a com­ 
promise of the claims of the United States under 
the will of Joseph L. Lewis of Hoboken, who de­ 
vised about §1 ,000,000 toward paying off the public 
debt. It recites the controversy in the case, and 
authorizes the Attorney-General and Secretary of 
the Treasury to adjust or compromise the claim on 
such terms or conditions as shall be deemed by 
them fair. The bill passed. 
Morgan moved to take up I be bill to enforce an 
observance of the Constitution of the United States 
in reference to the election of President ana Vice­ 
President of the United States, but this motion wa9 
superseded by a motion to adjourn, which was 
carried.

Washington, May 31st.—In the House of Repre­ 
sentatives to-day the following bills were introduced 
and referred: 
By Downey of Wyoming—Authorizing the citi­ 
zens of Nevada, Colorado and the Territories to fell 
and remove timber from the public domain for 
agricultural and mining purposes. 
By Ryan of Kansas- Authorizing the issue of 
patents for homestead entries at the expiration of 
three years from the date of such entries. 
The conference report on the District of Colum­ 
bia bill was agreed to. 
The general deficiency bill was referred to the 
Committee of the Whole, and the sundry civil bill 
was taken up on the previous question, and in a 
vote increasing by §25,000 the appropriation tor 
the survey of the Atlantic and gulf coast fifty pairs 
were announced. The paragraph was stricken out 
appropriating $100,000 for making room for the 
storage of coin—yeas, 90 ; nays, 71. 
An amendment requiring the Secretary of the 
Treasury to pay in coin the sums appropriated by 
this bill was agreed to - 108 to OS. 
Adjourned.

ITEMS OF MINING NEWS. 


The Bodie mines have paid three million 
ilolla^even in dividends. 
A large reservoir is being constructed 
on the eastern slope of the hill at Bodie 
to gather w ater for placer mining. 
A rich strike is reported as having taken 
place in a gravel mine at Snow Point, in 
the upper part of Nevada county. 
In every direction we hear of new enter­ 
prises? says the 1’lacerville Democrat, and 
all who are engaged in mining hereabout 
wear upon their faces an air of eonlidence 
and satisfaction. 
There can no longer be a doubt that val- 
able gold deposits have been fouud in the 
mountains and creeks near Lake Superior, 
and not far from the line of the Wisconsin 
Central Railroad. 
Some 200 Chinamen are mining on the 
Columbia river bars iu Stevens county, \\ . 
T. 
Six miles from W hite’s Landing, the 
Celestials are taking out from three to four 
dollars per day, to a man. 
Among the new mining districts now 
springing into prominence iu the F.ast is 
the Cherokee Mining District in l’lumas 
county. The district has already produced 
several dividend-paying mines. 
The Crater mine, at Ophir, four miles 
from Auburn, has taken out over *53,000 
in four mouths, and it is now said to he 
doing even better than that. 
There are 
between thirty and forty men employed 
there. 
The mines of Placer county arc, generally 
speaking, paving about as satisfactorily and 
steadily as at any time for years past. 
Those in the vicinity of Auburn, says the 
Aryus, seem to be doing particularly well, 
and owners and prospectors are much elated. 
The parties who have been engaged in 
sinking and tunneling for the big gravel 
channel iu the mountains to the westward 
of Washoe Lake, says the Gold Hill News, 
have overcome the cave of last winter, and 
arc again near the point where pay is ex­ 
pected. 
A gentleman who has recently visited 
the silver discoveries in Shasta county, 
states that there is no question about the 
richness of the lodes. 
The ores assay very 
high, and he saw many specimens iu which 
virgin silver was plainly discernible with 
the eye. 
Reports continue to come into Colton, 
San Bernardino county, favorable to the 
permanence of the Dry Lake Mining Dis­ 
trict, some hundred miles or so north of 
that place. Prospecting is going vigorously 
on, and the showing is very fine. 
W ater 
was scarce, but wells have been sunk and 
a plentiful supply obtained. 
A Nevada City man, while engaged in 
prospecting a few miles from town, recently 
discovered a large ledge from which he 
secured a number of specimens. 
He has 
had the ore assayed,, and finds that, while 
it contains hut little gold, it carric3 about 
SI 5 worth in silver to the ton. 
It is prob­ 
able that arrangements w ill soon be per­ 
fected for thoroughly testing the value of 
the ledge. 
The placer m ints of Los Angeles county 
have produced more gold thu past winter 
thau during any three seaions previous, 
■ays the Santa Ana Times, 
This is attrib­ 
utable to the fact that the past winter has 
been more favorable, and that the mining 
excitement throughout the land has put 
more men to prospecting and working the 
mines. 
Los Angeles has a gold-bearing 
chain of mountains which extend through­ 
out the entire county. 
The Arizona Citi-rn, speaking of Tomb­ 
stone, says : We bear many opinions from 
well-informed men that, labor is crowding 
in too fast for the developments that capi­ 
tal is able to make. 
There is no doubt 
that before six months from now there will 
be ample employment for the number now 
there, hut the question arises, how are they 
going to dispose of the surplus labor until 
such time arrives? Miuc3 are not op neil 
in a day, and until they are somewhat ad­ 
vanced they furnish employment to but 
few men. 
Still, as capital is moving into 
Tombstone rapidly, we hope our fears in 
thij* respect are groundless. 
Congressman Daggett says : “ After con­ 
sultation with the Laud Commissioner, 1 
find that he has formally decided that the 
work on a claim may be done at any time 
within the twelve months beginning with 
the 1st of January after the location has 
lieen made. 
Consequently locators have 
an entire year, together with the portion of 
the year preceding the 1st of January fol­ 
lowing the location, to do their first annual 
work. 
Hence, a claim located now (May 
15, 1SS0) wouhl hold good without work 
until January, 1S-S2, hut some time between 
January 1, 1881, and January 1, 1882, the 
work must be done. 
This is the interpre­ 
tation given by the Attorney-General, and 
may be accepted os the law." 
Superintendent W aldyer fired a big blast 
in the works of the Spring Valley Hy- 
drulic Gold Company, a t Cherokee, Mon­ 
day, says the Orovillo Mercury of May 
23th. 
The charge eonsisteel of twenty-live 
thousand pounds of Judson powder. 
Two 
shafts were sunk to a elcpth of one hun­ 
dred and twenty-five feet each, from the 
lmttom of which a “ T ” extended forty- 
feet each way iuto the mountain. 
A t the 
end of the “ T ’s ” 6ix thousand five hundred 
pounds of the powder was deposited ; an 
electric wire ran from each charge to the 
surface, where connection was made with 
the main wire running from the instru­ 
ment. The “ T ’s ” ami shafts were tightly- 
packed with dirt. 
A t 11 o’clock all was 
in readiness and the signal was given Louis 
G!a--:s to strike the electric spark. 
Instan­ 
taneously the surface of the mountain, 
whieh was about two hundred and fiity 
feet high, raised upward and outward for, 
a disL-uicc of three hundred feet hack from 
the face and settled in a thoroughly demor­ 
alized condition. 
A low, rumbling noise 
accompanied the explosion, ami a huge 
cloud of dust arose as the enormous mass 
partially topple*! and fell into the platean 
in front. 
A t a distance of live hundred 
feet back from (he shafts, on the to:> of 
the mountain, gigantic oak trees trembled 
like aspen leaves, the earth seemed t, 
parties standing on it U> rise upward about 
a foot, and the shelving table rocks jingled 
together like dice in a box. 
Competent 
judges estim ate the amount of d irt loos-, ned 
and displaced by the c-.cplosivn a t 500,000 
pubic yards. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS, 


Stanislaus is to have a county history. 
Honey Lake, Modoc county, has over­ 
flowed the valley. 
Out of the four dairies in Eureka, Nev., 
no less than £4,000 worth of cow3 died 
during the winter. 
There are at present confined in the Co­ 
lusa County Jail twelve prisoners, six of 
whom are Chinamen. 
Monterey is said to be crowded with 
people and every spare room in the town 
is occupied or engaged. 
The Journal, published at AA illows, 
Colusa county, 
has entered upon the 
fourth year of its existence. , 
Nineteen ewes were killed by dogs and 
several others crippled on the C otate ranch, 
Sonoma county, in a single uiglit last 
week. 
In chopping down au oak tree, near 
Santa Rosa, the axman came on an iron 
hinge, fastened with screws, eight inches 
from the bark, completely7 hidden^ by the 
enveloping wood. 
The farmers iu Stanislaus are offering £2 
per day and board for harvest hands. The 
crops are so abundant th at it is feared 
neither men nor horses enough can be ob­ 
tained to supply' the demand. 
Grasshoppers have appeared in m ulti­ 
tudes in some portions of the valley between 
Reno and Steamboat, Nev. 
flhey have 
already destroyed four acres of 
young 
wheat on a ranch near Brown’s. 
A drove of about 1,200 head of cattle 
arrived at AViuncniucca, Nev., and were 
loaded on the cars for shipment to Nebras­ 
ka. 
It required two trains of thirty cars 
each to take them to the 1’latte valley. 
John McCallan, who resides near Rose­ 
ville, and w ho had some few weeks since 
700 young turkeys, has had 200 die within 
the last few days, says the Folsom Tele- 
tjraph, and ha3 as yet been unable to find 
out the cause. 
AVork on the new Bouie narrow gauge 
has been commenced at the Mound House. 
Three hundred men have been put on, 
and the force will be increased as fast as 
needed. 
Two dollars a day and board 
yourself is the rate of wages paid. 
The number of visitors to the Yosemite 
A'alley has considerably declined during the 
last two or three years, but the tourist 
ticket agencies of San Francisco report 
that, according to present indications, the 
rush this season will be unprecedented.

[From the Los Angeles Daily Herald.] 
Not being familiar w ith all the facts of 
the Mussel Slough controversy, we prefer 
to leave the merits of the question to the 
Courts and to the local newspapers. 
We 
cannot, however, forbear indulging in a 
few words of regret and deprecation, in 
view of the recent melancholy7 occurrences 
in Tulare county. 
They are the more la­ 
mentable from the fact that the railroad 
corporations and the people oj das State 
have latterly been approachiny a status o f 
decided amity. 
I t is beginning to be ap­ 
preciated that, waiving the mistakes in 
policy that may7 have been committed by 
the men who compose the greatest syndi­ 
cate in the world, they nevertheless have 
been pushing forward colossal schemes of 
railroad extension, which cannot fail to re­ 
sult in the material aggrandizement of 
California. 
An undoubted spirit of con­ 
ciliation towards the masses has charac­ 
terized their policy of late, and they have 
shown every sign of being willing to meet 
the people half way in their aspirations. 
During his recent passage through Los An­ 
geles Governor Stanford indulged in lan­ 
guage which should be made known to our 
people, and which wa3 full of happy au­ 
gury for the 
future. 
Amongst other 
tilings, he said to one of our leading citi­ 
zens th at the managers of his company 
would be fools not to know th at their in­ 
terests and those of the people oí Loa 
Angeles are identical, and that w hat ad­ 
vances the well-being of the one promotes 
th at of the other. 
Los Angeles, in es­ 
pecial, is now about to reap the fruits of 
her railway situation. 
She is happily 
placed to garner the benefits of the rapid 
and phenomenal growth of Arizona, aud 
the railway people, besides, are perfectly 
willing to facilitate us in bringing ship and 
rail together. Of all the bitter railway dis­ 
putes which have agitated California, this 
one of the Mussel Slough is about all that 
is left. 
The quarrels between Stockton 
and Sacramento and the railway7, after 
dragging along for years, have been ad­ 
justed to the satisfaction of all parties, 
with a resultant prosperity to all. 
The 
people of Los Angeles have every reason 
to believe that whatever estrangement may 
have existed for awhile is now at an end. 
This Hanford affair is most unfortunate in 
every respect. 
Men have been killed in 
the unthinking excitement of the moment 
who had no more to do with the merits 
of the controversy than the babe unborn. 
A large portion of a community has placed 
itself iu dangerous antagonism to the whole 
power of the United States Courts, backed, 
if need be, by the entire military force 
of the Government.

good purpose, but rather to the detri­ 
ment of the cause of the settlers. 
Such 
scenes as that which transpired at H an­ 
ford, instead of advancing the interests of 
the claimants, are calculated to prejudice 
the mind of the indifferent public against 
the rights of men who shoot dow n purely 
ministerial judicial officers while in the 
discharge of their duty.
